Today there are 



seven state universities with a combined • enrollment that exceeds 78,000 studerfts. 



/ In 1972, two additional state universities, now in the construction stage, will 
open, at which time the systemwide enrollment ~in the state universities will

In 1950, Florida had five public two-year colleges, attended by fewer than 
5,000 students. Twenty L one years later, 27 public two-year colleges are in

The enrollment of 45,055 students in private colleges and 
universities in Florida in 1971 was more than double the enrollment in 1950. 

By 1971*> enrollments' in vocational and technical schools had reached a

beginning on page 21 were based on 78,601 completed ^answer sheets. *

1968 survey, the terms .used -to indicate race were white, Negro, and other/ races .

In the 1969 administration of the survey, -the term Negro was changed .to black, 
a change that was accomp^niedTfc>y a, substantial decrease in the proportion of / 
students .who did not respond to this item. As shown in Table !, the percentage

of students who did not , respond to this item decreased from .7*9 percent in 1968, 
to 4.2 percent in 1969, to 3.9 percent in 1970, but increased to 5. 2 . percent, in

1971. The decrease in the proportion of nonrespondents raised the percentage

of white respondents from 77.5 percent in 1968, to 80.8 percent in 1970, but

The -above 4 res.ults generally support the assumption that blank and invalid

Trends in the Composition of ’the High School Senior Class - Sex and Race : 
There was very little change over the four-year period in the percentage of 
respondents when the respondents were grouped according to sex and race. Al- 
though there was a higher proportion of females in the ranks of the reporting 
seniors for both races during each of the four years, the differences in the ’ 
^ale-female percentages for black students were greater than for white students 
(Table 2), Assuming that male-female birth ratios are equal for blacks and 

whites, the data over the four-year period indicated that for males the drop- 

* \ 

out rate 'generally is greater than for females, and is higher still for black 
males in , comparison to white males. Conversely, 'the -results -for other races 
(American Indian, Chinese, etc.) reveal that male seniors outnumber female 
seniors . .

1971.' This overall decrease was the result of a decline in the percentage

of white students stating an intehtion to enter college, as the percentage 
figures for black, students remained practically unchanged. Thp percentage 
of students responding "undecided" concerning their post-high school plans 
rose from' 15.4 to 20.0 for both races (Table 3) . ; 

The total percentage for, all black students expressing an intention to 
enter college either full-time or part-time decreased from 59-. 1 in 1968 to 
,57.8 in 1971. The comparative percentagejs for .white students declined from 
68.3 in 1968 to 65.0 in 1971.

For black males, the percentage planning to enter college full-time was 
slightly lower in 1971 than in 1968. The percentage of black males hoping to 
enter college on a part-time basis showed.no change over the four-year period. 

The percentage of black males not going to college dropped two percentage 

i * , 

points, while the percentage of undecided increased nearly 5 percentage points. 
F^r the black females, the percentage planning to enter college on a full-time 
basis dropped from 47.4 to 46.0, part-time college entry shifted upwards slightly 
the percentage no*t going to college dropped from 20.6 to 16.1' and'the percentage 
of black females undecided about their plans shbwed an increase of 5 percentage 
points durifrg the four-year period (Table 4) . - 

All in all, the data in Table 4 suggested that .the percentage of students 

citing plans 'to enter cQllege may have been ne$r its highest point as the decade

of the 1960 f s ended and is now either on a plateau or moving downward slightly. 

White students more so -than black students reported a drop-off in theirs

plans for full-time college enrollment during the period 1968-1971. The percent-

-of "undecided 11 rose substantially for both races. More black students, men 
anch women alike, were undecided about their post-high school plans than were 
white men and white women (Table 4).

community colleges within the state than black students. The surveys for 1969, 
1$70, and 1971 revealed no pronounced change in the 1968 data (Table 5). Both 
white and black students exhibited about the same interest in out-of-state col— . 
leges in 1971 as in 1968. White students showed a stabilized interest in pri- 
vate colleges and universities in Florida over the four year period., in contrast

7. Summary and Conclusions 

In the fall of 1971, 83,137 seniors in the public and private high schools 

* 

of Florida were administered "Plans Beyond High School," a questionnaire con- 
taining items relating to their intended courses of action subsequent to gradua- 
tion. The statistical data on pages 21-65 were based on the responses of 78,601 
of the more than .83,000 students surveyed. 

In 1971, \s in 1969 arid 1970, two out of. every three high school seniors 
indicated that they planned to attend college (either full-time or part-time)

upon graduation from high school. The drop in the actual percents (66.4 an 
1969, 64.6 in 1970 to 63.7 ’in 1971) may or may not be the beginning of a trend 
in college enrollments . » 

The racial composition of the respondents was as follows: 83.9 percent / 

white students, 15.7 percent black, and .4 percent other races. These per- 
centage figures have remained nearly constant since the survey was first admin- ' 

t - 

istered in 1968. 

As in the previous surveys, the percentages of white students reporting 
plans to enroll in college were higher than the percentages of black students 
reporting college bound plans. An examination of the survey data for the four 
year period 1968-1971, revealed that the percentages of white males planning to 
enter college full-time dropped from 62.2 percent in 1968 to 54.1 percent in 
1971, marking the largest decrease among the students grouped according to sex 
and race. 

The percentage of,, white students planning to enter community colleges in 

Florida continued to exceed the percentage of 'blacks students with the same goal

(47.9 percent vs. 34.8 percent). Black students, however, showed a slightly 



greater interest in Florida f s public universities than did the white students 






(27.3 percent vs. 24.3 percent).

> The 1970 survey, urflike the two previous surveys, asked the students to 



report level of family income • In 1971, the increments were changed to conform 
to income levels used by the U. S. Office of Education. Black students in 
greater proportion reported family income in the lower brackets . The number 
of students in each race reporting family income less than $3,000 annually was 
surprisingly large: 1,037 whites and 2,050 blacks (based on the responses of

78,601 students).

Although many of Florida top-scoring students on the. Florida Statewide

Twelfth Grade Battery aspire to enter out-of-state institutions, three out of 
every four students scoring in the top quintile of the test battery indicated 
plans to remain in Florida ijor a higher education. This was approximately the 
same proportion of academically promising students amoftg the 1970 students who 
said they intended to enroll in a Florida college or university. 

Studies reporting the differences between intended plans cited by the 
high school seniors on the survey and actual courses of action undertaken after 
graduation revealed that a higher proportion of white students than black 
students carry through with their plans for entering a college or university. 
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
